Lord Beresford Declares China Must 
Have the ‘‘Open Door.” 


UNLESS ADHERED TO WAR WILL COME 


Importance of Chinese Market Can- 


not Be Estimated—American Trade 
Progressing Much Faster Than 
That of Great Britain. 


London, March 9.—Rear Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, who has just 
completed his tour of the world in the 
interests of the associated chambers 
of commerce of Great Britain, in an 
interview reiterated his well-known 


-views on the subject of the “open door” 


in China as being the only possible 
policy of Great Britain. In so doing 
he said it was impossible to estimate 
the importance of the Chinese market, 
a Single province of which, in his opin- 
ion, was worth the whole of Africa 
from a commercial point of view. The 
admiral also said that there will be war 
unless the “open door” policy is ad- 
hered to and he asserted that American 
trade in China is progressing by leaps 
and bounds, proportionately much 
faster than that of Great Britain. 

Must Help Stiffen China. 

Lord Beresford, in an interview pub- 
lished in the Daily Mail, insisted that if 
all the powers began grabbing land in 
China it could only result in quarrels 
and war. He continued: 

“It is absolutely necessary to keep China 
on her feet. Better stand up now for the 
‘open door’ than venture upon the danger- 
ous course of spheres of influence. I do 
not suggest a cut-and-dried alliance. I do 
not think America would join such an al- 
liance. But America, England, Germany 
and Japan might agree to work together to 
maintain the ‘open door.’ Of the six men 
who direct China’s policy, four have never 
been outside of Peking. Li Hung Chang 
has no real power. The empress dowager 
is the real power, and a very clever woman. 
She signs the popular edicts herself, and 
makes the emperor sign the unpopular 
ones. The provincial rulers are more pro- 
$ressive than those at Peking. They favor 
the ‘open door’ policy, and only want to 
Save China’s face, but they think we are 
afraid of Russia. We must help stiffen 
China, which will not be a difficult task.” 


Willing to Apelogize. 


Rome, March 9.—The Tribuna says 
it learns that the Chinese government 
has offered to send to the Italian min- 
ister, Sig. Martino, a written apology 
through Sir Claude MacDonald, British 
minister at Peking, for the terms in 
Which the tsung-li-yamen couched 
China’s refusal to grant. the concession 
recently demanded by Italy of San Mun 
bay, province of Che Kiang, to be used 
as an Italian naval base and coaling 
station. 

To Evade Italy’s Demand. 

London, March 9.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of the Times says the Chinese 
are discussing the advisability of mak- 
ing San Mun an open port, so as to 
cinde ltaly’s demand for a concession. 

Rassian Minister’s Views. 

New York, March 9.—A dispatch to 
the World from Washington says that 
the Russian ambassador, Count Cas- 
sini, who was for many years the 
ezar’s representative at Peking, and 
who obtained from China the first im- 
portant concessions regarding the Si- 
berian railroad, speaking of the Chi- 
nese situation, said: “There are so 
many ways of viewing the ‘open door’ 
proposal and so many interpretations 
to be placed upon it, that itis'a delicate 
subject to discuss. I took issue with 
Lord Charles Beresford and I think 
made my position plain. Now a new 
aspect is presented and we are faced 
with the proposition which Italy’s ac- 
tion in China has made possible. Rus- 
sia’s attitude is not changed by this 
action. We have never opposed the 
open door and consequently we can 
take no other attitude than that which 
has been officially announced from 
our foreign office many times.” 


“But we are wondering,” he continued, 
“what our great neighbor to the west, the 


United States, will do in this emergency. 


“It would seem now that the United 
States will be forced by the necessities of 
the case to take part in the deliberations 
of the nations concerning China’s com- 
mercial existenee. Asin Russia, there are 
in the United. States tremendous inter- 
ests at stake, a world in itself, where the 
wealth of a large part of the country seeks 
an outlet. 
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endeavoring to draw the United States into 
the Chinese question... Time andthe au- 
thority of your own ambassador to St. 
Petersburg have proved the falsity of the 
first proposition, and of the second it can 
be said that Russia is not trying to draw 
the United States into the Chinese ques- 
tion, but if the United States, to protect 
her vast commercial interests, sees fit to 
Seek a voice in deciding this important 
issue, Russia will be the first to welcome 
her and to cooperate in finding a just and 
satisfactory solution of its difficulties.” 


_TO PAY CUBAN TROOPS. 


Paymaster General Carey to Go to 
the Island “with $3,000,000 
for That Purpose. 


New York, March 9.—Paymaster Gen- 
eral Carey, U. S. A., visited the sub- 
treasury Wednesday and presented a 
warrant for $3,000,000, drawn on that 
department at Washington. The money 
will be drawn from the subtreasury and 
shipped to Cuba, where it will be used 
to pay off the Cuban troops, in accord- 
ance with an agreement. For obvious 
reasons Gen. Carey does not care to 
state just when the money will be 
shipped to Cuba, nor will he give the 
hame of the ship that will carry it. 
Gen. Carey has been directed by the war 
department to take charge of the 
money until it is turned over to Gen. 
Brooke at Havana. Gen. Carey will be 
accompanied by a detachment of regu- 
lars, who will guard the money on its 
way to Cuba. Fully half of the $3,000,- 
000 will consist of | five-dollar gold 
pieces, with 1,000,000 standard silver 
dollars. The balance will be made up 
of subsidiary coin, including nickels. 
The money will be packed in small safes 
and strong boxes. 

Havana, March 9.—Gen, Maximo 
Gomez had a two-hours’ conference 
with Gov. Gen. Brooke Wednesday re- 
garding the details of the payment to 
the Cuban army of the $3,000,000 ten- 
dered by the United States as a condi- 
tion of disbandment, He is working in 
good faith and expects to disband the 
troops with or without the consent of 


the disaffected elements. Heis making. 


an excellent impression upon the 
United States military authorities here, 
and they confidently believe that he 
will be able to make good his agree- 
ment with Robert P. Porter, President 
McKinley’s representative. It is said 
that the distribution of the cash will 
begin in the course of a fortnight at 
the latest. 


Princess Kaulani Probably Dead. 

Honolulu, March 1 (via San Fran- 
cisco, March 9).—Princess Kaulani is 
on her deathbed. Four physicians have 
been attending her all day and they 
agree that the young woman will die 
within 24 hours, one doctor expecting 
her to pass away at any moment. It 
has been known for some weeks that 
Kaulani had been ill, but it was not 
expected that her ailment would take 
a serious turn. Wednesday rheuma- 
tism affected her heart and there was 
no hope for her recovery. 


Watching Germany. 

Paris, March 9.—In the chamber of 
deputies the debate on thearmy budget 
led to the usual references to the ne- 
cessity for preparedness against Ger- 
many and to comparisons of the two 
armies. The members of the house, 
while complaining of the budget, which 
aggregates 875,000,000 franes, admitted 
the impossibility -of retrenching in the 
face of the necessity of meeting Ger- 
man inereases by corresponding addi- 
tions, 


Weli-Known Builder a Bankrupt. 

New York, March 9.—William Noble, 
who built the Grenoble hotel, the Gre- 
noble apartment house, the Empire 
hotel and other well-known buildings 
in this city, filed a voluntary petition 
in bankruptcy. Liabilities, $1,027,460, 
of which $810,000 is secured. Mr. 
Noble’s failure was due, it was learned, 
to a venture in the newspaper field. 


To Build New Shipyard. 

New York, March 9.—Itis announted 
on Wall street that the capitalists who 
plan to build a new shipyard on the At- 
lantic coast had secured the entire 
amount of subscriptions, - $3,000,000. 
The location of the yard is still an open 
question. The places under considera- 
tion are New York, Baltimore and a 
site along the Delaware river, 


Botkin Wants a Divorce. 

San Francisco, March 9.—Welcome A 
Botkin, husband of Cordelia Botkin, 
convicted of the murder of Mrs. John 
P. Dunning, of Dover, Del., through the 
agency of poisoned candy sent through 
the mails, has applied for a divorce on 
the ground that his wife had been con- 
vieted of a felony. 5 


Gen. Hale’s Troops Again Drive 
Back Filipinos. 


REBELS ATTACKED ON THREE SIDES. 


i: Retire. After Brief Resistance with 


a Less of 250 Men = A Few 
Americans Wounded—Guan- 
boat Aids the Troops. 


New York, March 9.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila says that Gen. 
Hale determined Wednesday morning 
to clear away the enemy from the front 
of the right of his wing. 

The gunboat Laguna de Bay, under 
Maj. Grant, began shelling the enemy’s 
position. Two companies of the Twen- 
tieth infantry and three companies of 
the First Nebraska, under Col. Staten- 
burg, swung in from the road to the 
waterworks, driving the insurgents to- 
ward the Pasig river. - 

The First Wyoming advanced direct- 
ly on the insurgent position in front. 
Meanwhile the Laguna de Bay pounded 
the foe from the river. 

Thus taken on three sides, the insur- 
gents, after some resistance, were 
driven back. _ ; 

Capt. J. D. O’Brien, of the First Wy- 
oming, was shot in the wrist, and Maj. 
Bell, of the bureau of information, was 
slightly wounded. Complete reports ot 
the wounded are not yet in. 

Gen. Hale estimates the enemy’s loss 
at 250. 

At the time of sending this dispatch, 


the Wyoming troops occupied an ad- 


vanced: position. 
‘The insurgents opened fire across the 
river from Guadaloupe, killing Private 


Lovejoy, of company C, First Washing- | $€ 


ton, and wounding two others. 

The insurgents have been concen- 
trating to the east of the city and will 
probably try an attack from that side.

Manila, March 9.—The temperature 
Wednesday at three o’clock was 87 de- 
grees, but the cloudy air was like 
steam, and the troops were greatly in- 
convenienced on the line in spite of 
the temporary shade afforded by mat- 
ting and bamboo wherever feasible. 
There were fewer prostrations, how- 
ever, from the heat. Our troops

extent as Tuesday, when they were en- 
gaged in clearing the jungle. The reb- 
els seldom appear in the open, except

IR woind as being the Oniy possipie 
policy of Great Britain. In so doing 
he said it was impossible to estimate 
the importance of the Chinese market, 
a single province of which, in his opin- 
ion, was worth the whole of Africa 
from a commercial point of view. The 
admiral also said that there will be war 
unless the “open door” policy is ad- 
hered to and he asserted that American 
trade in China is progressing by leaps 
and bounds, proportionately much 
faster than that of Great Britain. 

Must Help Stiffen China. 

Lord Beresford, in an interview pub- 
lished in the Daily Mail, insisted that if 
all the powers began grabbing land in 
China it could only result in quarrels 
and war. He continued: 


“It is absolutely necessary to keep China 
on her feet. Better stand up now for the 
‘open door’ than venture upon the danger- 
ous course of spheres of influence. I do 
not suggest a cut-and-dried alliance. I do 
not think America would join such an al- 
liance. But America, England, Germany 
and Japan might agree to work together to 
maintain the ‘open door.’ Of the six men 
who direct China’s policy, four have never 
been outside of Peking. Li Hung Chang 
has no real power. The empress dowager 
is the real power, and a very clever woman. 
She signs the popular edicts herself, and 
makes the enyperor sign the unpopular 
ones. The provincial rulers are more pro- 
$ressive than those at Peking. They favor 
the ‘open door’ policy, and only want to 
save China’s face, but they think we are 
afraid of Russia. We must help stiffen 
China, which will not be a difficult task.” 


Willing to Apelogize. 


Rome, March 9.—The Tribuna says 
it learns that the Chinese government 
has offered to send to the Italian min- 
ister, Sig. Martino, a written apology 
through Sir Claude MacDonald, British 
minister at Peking, for the terms in 
which the tsung-li-yamen couched 
China’s refusal to grant. the concession 
recently demanded by Italy of San Mun 
bay, province of Che Kiang, to be used 
as an Italian naval base and coaling 
station. 


To Evade Italy’s Demand. 


London, March 9.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of the Times says the Chinese 
are discussing the advisability of mak- 
ing San Mun an open port, so as to 
ciade Italy’s demand for a concession. 

Rassian Minister’s Views. 

New York, March 9.—A dispatch to 
the World from Washington says that 
the Russian ambassador, Count Cas- 
sini, who was for many years the 
ezar’s representative at Peking, and 
who obtained from China the first im- 
portant concessions regarding the Si- 
berian railroad, speaking of the Chi- 
nese situation, said: “There are so 
many ways of viewing the ‘open door’ 
proposal and so many interpretations 
to be placed upon it, that itisa delicate 
subject to discuss. I took issue with 
Lord Charles Beresford and I think 
made my position plain. Now a new 
aspect is presented and we are faced 
with the proposition which Italy’s ac- 
tion in China has made possible. Rus- 
sia’s attitude is not changed by this 
action. We have never opposed the 
open door and consequently we can 
take no other attitude than that which 
has been officially announced from 
our foreign office many times.” 


“But we are wondering,” he continued, 
“what our great neighbor to the west, the 
United States, will do in this emergency. 

“It would seem now that the United 
States will be forced by the necessities of 
the case to take part in the deliberations 
of the nations concerning China’s com- 
mercial existence. Asin Russia, there are 
in the United. States tremendous inter- 
ests at stake, a world in itself, where the 
wealth of a large part of the country seeks 
an outlet. 

“Of course I can speak only for Russia, 
but there seems a similarity of interests 
to guard and to promote. Russia is at the 
entrance of her industrial and commercial 
development, and she will endeavor to 
shield this development from ali that might 
retard it. We have vast countries just 
awakening from the lethargy of centuries 
and becoming grain lands and pasture 
countries, and from the outlet on the Chi- 
nese sea we hope to enter the commercial 
world in the four quarters of the globe. 

“With our Siberian railroad we will carry 
to Europe the treasures of India and of 
China. The tea product alone will bring 
us an annual income of 40,000 roubles, Other 
staple products yield a proportionate fig- 
ure. Then it is hoped to extend our mer- 
chant marine across te your great west- 
ern countries and bring your over-abun- 
dance into Asia and Africa. 

“For this reason Russia would welcome 
the United States as a factor in the coun- 
cils of the nations that must of necessity 
govern the east. We have never, officially 
or unofficially, protested against the Amer- 
ican occupation of the Philippines. On the 
contrary, we have welcomed the United 
States in coming nearer to us, as one friend 
welcomes another. It has been the source 
of much gratification tome that Mr. Hitch- 
cock, lately ambassador to St. Petersburg, 
has told the American people about the 
attitude of Russia before and since the 
Spanish war. It would be expected that 
Russia’s ambassador here would say that 
nothing hostile had been done against your 
country by his own. . His position would 
be otherwise untenable. But Mr. Hitch- 
cock is a disinterested witness, and when 
he has so cordially and so eloquently re- 
iterated what I have said to the American 
people for many months I am, of course, 
deeply grateful. 

“Russia maintains her old historie atti- 
tude toward this great nation. She was 
one of the first to aid the founders of this 
republic, and she has ‘been throughout its 
growth a sympathetic and sincere friend. 
During the civil war she did her part when 
its existence was threatened, and if dur- 
ing the war which has just been fought 
the United States needed the aid of Russia 
it would have been given as freely and 
as fully as in the past. 

“There have been many to assert very

America, and there are still some who 
@ay that Russia has ulterior intentions in 
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tY Pay VEE the ocuvan troops, in accord- 
ance with an agreement. For obvious 
reasons Gen. Carey does not care to 
state just when the money will be 
shipped to Cuba, nor will he give the 
name of the ship that will carry it. 
Gen. Carey has been directed by the war 
department to take charge of the 
money until it is turned over to Gen. 
Brooke at Havana. Gen. Carey will be 
accompanied by a detachment of regu- 
lars, who will guard the money on its 
way to Cuba. Fully half of the $3,000,- 
000 will consist of five-dollar gold 
pieces, with 1,000,000 standard silver 
dollars. The balance will be made up 
of subsidiary coin, including nickels. 
The money will be packed in small safes 
and strong boxes. 

Havana, March 9.—Gen. Maximo 
Gomez had a two-hours’ conference 
vith Gov. Gen. Brooke Wednesday re- 
garding the details of the payment to 
the Cuban army of the $3,000,000 ten- 
dered by the United States as a condi- 
tion of disbandment. He is working in 
good faith and expects to disband the 
troops with or without the consent of 
the disaffected elements. Heis making 
an excellent impression upon the 
United States military authorities here, 
and they confidently believe that he 
will be able to make good his agree- 
ment with Robert P. Porter, President 
McKinley’s representative. It is said 
that the distribution of the cash will 
begin in the course of a fortnight at 
the latest. 


Princess Kaulani Probably Dead. 

Honolulu, March 1 (via San Fran- 
cisco, March 9).—Princess Kaulani is 
on her deathbed. Four physicians have 
been attending her all day and they 
agree that the young woman will die 
within 24 hours, one doctor expecting 
her to pass away at any moment. It 
has been known for some weeks that 
Kaulani had been ill, but it was not 
expected that her ailment would take 
a serious turn. Wednesday rheuma- 
tism affected her heart and there was 
no hope for her recovery. 


Watching Germany. 

Paris, March 9.—In the chamber of 
deputies the debate on thearmy budget 
led to the usual references to the ne- 
cessity for preparedness against Ger- 
many and to comparisons of the two 
armies. The members of the house, 
while complaining of the budget, which 
aggregates 875,000,000 franes, admitted 
the impossibility -of retrenching in the 
face of the necessity of meeting Ger- 
man inereases by corresponding addi- 
tions. 


Well-Known Builder a Bankrupt. 

New York, March 9.—William Noble, 
who built the Grenoble hotel, the Gre- 
noble apartment house, the Empire 
hotel and other well-known buildings 
in this city, filed a voluntary petition 
in bankruptcy. Liabilities, $1,027,460, 
of which $810,000 is secured. Mr. 
Noble’s failure was due, it was learned, 
to a venture in the newspaper field. 


To Build New Shipyard. 

New York, March 9.—Itis announted 
on Wall street that the capitalists who 
plan to build a new shipyard on the At- 
lantic coast had secured the entire 
amount of subscriptions, $3,000,000. 
The location of the yard is still an open 
question. The places under considera- 
tion are New York, Baltimore and a 
site along the Delaware river,

It is understood Mr. Allen 
will accept.

_Itis very strange, but the Cuban army 
seems to have grown very rapidly since 
peace was declared. Gen. Gomez says 
that the Cuban army numbers 25,000 
men, which is 10,000 less than the num- 
‘ber given by the Cuban assembly. It is 
known that the actual Cuban army, 
“which made war against the Spaniards, 
could not have nunibered more than 
20,000, and half of these were either 
killed or died from disease and hunger 
~during Weyler’s administration. 


There is a creepy sound about the 
statement in the dispatches that Gen. 
Otis proposes to formi his men in col- 
umns and march in straight lines into 
the jungles of Luzon and clear the wild 
country of Filipinos. Something like 
this, if memory serves, was tried in 
Cuba by Gen. Blanco. The jungle 
fighters were not conquered that way 
and would not have been conquered in 
a life-time. Jungle fighting is at best 
a bad kind of warfare between civilized 
mien and savages. The latter have ad- 
vantages in the nature of the ground 
and of their manner of campaigning. 
So long as the Filipinos can be Kept 
within range of the ships in Manila bay 
they are easily dealt with. A retreat to 
the mountains and the approach of the 
wet season must almost of necessity 
prolong the struggle unless by a for- 
tunate coup the Americans can succeed 
in getting possession of Aguinaldo and 
his so-called government and so rush 
the rebellion at its center. — 


The middle course was taken by con- 
gress in the matter of an isthmus canal, 
and it will probably be found to be the 
wisest course. Instead of rushing blind- 
fold into an expenditure of $115,000,000 
for the Nicaragua canal, congress voted 


an appropriation of $1,000,000 for a thor- 


ough investigation of the whole sub- 
ject. During the past two months the 
belief has been growing that the Pan- 
ama canal may, after all, be a better 
investment for the country than the 
Nicaragua, even though the present es- 
timates of total cost do not widely vary. 
It is a little unfortunate, perhaps, for 
the maritime company which loses the 
chance of selling ics concessions to the 
government, for those concessions are 
Said to expire this year, but that is not 
a matter for the American publie to 
worry over. Already it is ciaimed that 
the Grace-Cragin syndicate has rights 
in succession. It is pretty certain that 
the government will have to settle with 
some claimant if it builds the canal by 
that route, and it will not matter much 
which one it is.

APPROPRIATION F FOR U. OF M. 


President Anari and and Board of- fie- 
gents Talked to Legislators 
Last Night. 

President Angell and the regents of 
the University had a conference with 
the joint university committees last 
night relative to the appropriation to be 
At present the 
University receives one-sixth of a. mill, 
which was fixed in 1893, amounting to 
about $184,000 a year, ‘but they have 
been obliged to ask for specific appro- 
priations. In speaking of the growth of 
the University and the increase of ex- 
penses, President Angell stated 
with the exception of Harvard, Michi- 
gan had more students than any other 
university in the country, while the ex- 
penses were far less, the average being 
between $700,000 and $800,000, while 
Michigan had to get along on about 
$525,000 by practicing the strictest econ- 
omy and cutting down the salaries of 
professors. This year the University is 
asking for $187,000 for a scientific lab- 
oratory and a new hospital. It was sug- 
gested to the committee that, if feasible, 
the regents would rather. have the tax 
increased to one-fourth of 4 mill in lieu 
of any specific appropriation, which 
would give the University $275,000 from 
the state and enable the erection of 
proper buildings. It is but natural that 
a university must either grow and ex-

world. The inconvenience is not great 


in“having for brother-in-law a poplar 


or a fig tree, and one can always se- 
lect a tree having a heart like the oak. 
Those who desire widowhood could 
choose a weeping willow, and those 
endowed with an unsociable character 
the acacia. 

In many places these symbolical 
unions do not much constrain those 
who contract them. They marry 
again, having first thrown into the 
fire the plant to which they had plight- 
ed their first vows. But in those re- 
gions which have not been affected by 
European influence such marriages 
have the value and importance of a 
solemn religious vow. Those who try 
to evade them are sure to have reason 
to repent of it.

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Itis very strange, but the Cuban army 
seems to have grown very rapidly since 
peace was declared. Gen. Gomez Says 
that the Cuban army numbers 
men, which is 10,000 less than the num- 
ber given by the Cuban assembly. It is 
known that the actual Cuban army, 
“which made war against the Spaniards, 
could not have numbered more than 
20,000, and half of these were either 
killed or died from disease and hunger 
+ during Weyler’s administration. 


There is a creepy sound about the 
statement in the dispatches that Gen. 
Otis proposes to form his men in col- 
umns and march in straight lines into 
the jungles of Luzon and clear the wild 
country of Filipinos. Something like 
this, if memory serves, was tried in 
Cuba by Gen. Blanco. -The jungle 
fighters were not conquered that way 
and would not have been conquered in 
a life-time. Jungle fighting is at best 
a bad kind of warfare between civilized 
men and savages. The latter have ad- 
vantaiges in the nature of the ground 
and of their manner of campaigning. 
So long as the Filipinos can be kept 
within range of the ships in Manila bay 
they are easily dealt with. A retreat to 
the mountains and the approach of the 
wet season must almost of necessity 
prolong the struggle unless by a for- 
tunate coup the Americans can succeed 
in getting possession of Aguinaldo and 
his so-called government and so rush 
the rebellion at its center. 


The middle course was taken by con- 
gress in the matter of an isthmus canal, 
and it will probably be found to be the 
wisest course. Instead of rushing blind- 
fold into an expenditure of $115,000,000 
for the Nicaragua canal, congress voted 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 for a thor- 
ough investigation of the whole sub- 
ject. During the past two ‘months the 
belief has been growing that the Pan- 
ama. canal may, after ‘all, be a better 
investment for the country than the 
Nicaragua, even though the present es- 
timates of total cost do not widely vary. 
It is a little unfortunate, perhaps, 
the maritime company which loses 
chance of selling ics concessions to 
government, for those concessions 
Said to expire this year, but that is not 
a matter for the American public to 
worry over. Already it is ciaimed that 
the Grace-Cragin syndicate has rights 
in succession. It is pretty certain that 
the government will have to settle with 


some claimant if it builds the canal by 
that route, and it will not matter much 
which one it is.

APPROPRIATION FOR U. OF M. 


President Angell and Board of Re- 
gents Falked to Legislators 
Last Night. 


adjourn- 


President Angell and the regents of 
the University had a conference with 
the joint university committees last 
night relative to the appropriation to be 
made by the legislature. At present the 
University receives one-sixth of a. mill, 
which was fixed in 1893, amounting to 
about $184,000 a year, but they have 
been obliged to ask for specific appro- 
priations. In speaking of the growth of 
the University and the increase of ex- 
penses, President Angell stated that, 
with the exception of Harvard, Michi- 
gan had more students than any other 
university in the country, while the ex- 
penses were far less, the average being 
between $700,000 and $800,000, while 
Michigan had to get along on about 
$525,000 by practicing the strictest econ- 
omy and cutting downi the salaries of 
professors. This year the University is 
asking for $187,000 for a scientific lab- 
oratory and a new hospital. It was sug- 
gested to the committee that, if feasible, 
the regents would rather. have the tax 
increased to one-fourth of à mill in lieu 
any specific appropriation, which 
would give the University $275,000 from 
the state and enable the erection of 
proper buildings. It is but natural that 
a university must either grow and ex- 
pand or begin to retrogate, was Presi- 
dent Angell’s comment in discussing 
the matter. : l 

Representative Chamberlain favored 
an increase of the tax, but was afraid 
that such a þill would fail. 

It was stated that the differeat lab-! 
oratories are now improperly hosed, 
and the intention is to erect a building 
with 80,000 feet of floor space and use 
the present quarters for other purposes. 
ihe need of a new hospital was strong- 
ly urged on-the ground that it was ne- 
cessary and in the nature of a public 
charity, as patients from all over the 
State are treated at a nominal charge. 
The plan, as already stated in The 
Times, is to build a new homeopathic 
hospital and let the present one become 
an addition to the allopathic hospital. 
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A suggestion was also thrown out for |= 


a summer school in the nature of- a 
teachers’ institute, which has-been go- 
ing on for three years at the expense 
of the pupils. President Angell sug- 
gested that, as the normal schools re- 
ceive appropriations fer that purpose, 
the University could not well perform 
the work and charge, while with a small 
appropriation they could receive stu- 
dents for the summer school, with only 
a small fee charged for each ` course 
during ‘the six weeks’ term.

It is 
only when he expects an early state 


: visit that he puts on his “stambulin,” 


or gold-embroidered coat. As soon as 
his prayers are ended he has an early 
breakfast. The officer of the day then 
approaches with papers which the first 
secretary has prepared. These usual- 
ly relate to appointments, dismissals, 
decorations, and promotions of various 
Ottoman officials throughout the em- 
pire. Then come the telegrams from 
the embassies in various lands, and 
the secret dispatches from the at- 
taches, who are spies on the actions 
of the ambassadors. 

At the second breakfast, the chief 
meal of the day, Abdul Hamid appears 
in some state.. There is a curious cere- 
money observed at this meal. The 
‘dishes appear on the table sealed. The 
seals are broken in the presence of the 
sultan, and a specially appointed 
officer tastes each dish before it is 
presented to his majesty. Hitherto 
Abdul Hamid by these precautions has 
avoided poisoning. After dinner he 
has coffee and a cigarette, made out 


| of tobacco specially grown and sorted 


for his own imperial use. This is fol- 
lowed by a siesta of two hours. Late 
in the afternoon the secret reports of 
his spies and police agents in Constan- 
tinople are brought to him, and when 
nothing of moment presses he occupies 
his evening listening to French bal- 
let music on the piano.

THAT $46 50! 


City Council Disturbed Over the Bal- 
ance In the Normal st. 
Sewer Fund. 

Ald. Schaffer (during the council 
meeting Monday evening)—‘I offer the 
resolution that the balance of $46.50 in 
the Normal st. sewer fund be trans- 
ferred to the first district sewer fund.” 
. Members of the council (as the vote 
is taken)—‘‘Aye.”’ 

Not a voice was raised in dissent on 
the vote and not an alderman arose 
when the mayor called for cbjections 
before putting the question. The whole 
proceeding occupied but a few moments, 
and it seemed either that they were of 
slight importance or that the council 
was an absolute unit in their opinions 
of the action to be taken. Now, how- 
ever, all is changed. The aldermanic 
air is filled with loud mutterings of 
‘‘no fair’ and repeated intimations that 
the measure was rushed through before 
anyone had a chance to get a good 
whack at it. So determined is the re- 
sistance to the resolution, now that it 
has been passed and put on the record 
books, that the chances are good that 
at the next council meeting it will be 
rescinded. 

The occasion. of Ald. Schaffer’s offer- 
ing the resolution, the reason that he 
did so and the wherefor of the protests 
now being raised by a few of his col- 
leagues are as follows: 

About two years ago the property 
owners on Normal st. subscribed money 
for the putting in of a sewer on their 
street. The work was completed and it 
was found that there was a cash tal- 
ance of $46.50 in the fund which had 
been created for that purpose. There 
seemed to be no particular use for the 
money at that time, so it was allowed 
to lie idle, and there it has remained 
unmarked and almost forgotten until 
Ald. Schaffer’s resolution Monday even- 
ing called it once more before the con- 
sciousness of the aldermen. The con- 
tention of the aldermen who are pro- 
testing against Ald. Schaffer’s resolu- 
tion is that the money should be divided 
pro rata among those citizens who 
raised it, and that the city has no right 
to turn it over to another fund. 

Ald. Schaffer explains his part in the 
transaction in a few words: He had no 
idea that the money had been raised 
by subscription; he simply knew that it 
had been lying idle for two years and 
thought that the best way to get at it 
would be to transfer it to some fund 
upon which demands were being made; 
he is perfectly willing that his resolu- 
tion be rescinded and that the money 
be divided pro rata among the sub- 
scribers; he wonders why the aldermen 
who are now so exercised over the mat- 
ter waited two years before stirring it 
up. 
In two weeks the council will again 
meet, the subscribers will be voted their 
proportionate shares of the $46.50 and 
the aldermanic sky will be once more 
serene. »
